Commission on Aging 
Renewal Only Local 
Proposal on Ballot 


The Crawford County Commission on 
Aging is seeking a renewal of their current 
quarter mill tax that is used to fund pro- 
grams for seniors. 

The renewal millage question will be on 
the November ballot. Approximately $49,500 
will be generated by the quarter mill and the 
Commission on Aging is asking for a two- 
year renewal. 

Initially, Crawford County voters ap- 
proved the quarter mill for the Commission 
on Aging for four years. Then a two-year 
renewal was approved by voters in 1984. 

The two-year renewal requested on the 


November ballot is for 1987 and 1988. 


A portion of the money earned through the 
millage will be used as a cash match for 
federal and state monies received by the 
Commission on Aging. Part of the millage 
will be used to pay $10,300 in rent to the

Some of the services offered through the 
Commission on Aging are Home Delivered 
Meals, Care Co-ordination, Information and 
Referral, Homemaking, Chore and Per- 
sonal Care Services, on-site daily meals, 
Senior Companion Program, Recreational 
Activities, and Adult Enrichment Activities. 
Without millage money, Haag said

2 County Commission

De fossil records support 
creation or evolution?

Some infants are born with, 
or develop soon after birth, 
vascular birthmarks, colored 
places on the skin known 
medically as nevi or hemangi- 
omas.

IT’S PRACTICALLY all over but the 
voting and the shouting — the voting by 
Michigan citizens on Nov. 4, and the shout- 
ing by the candiates and their backers af- 
ter the votes are counted. 

So it’s time for The Almanack’s more-or- 
less usual pre-election forecast of winners 
and losers. 

Keep in mind this column is not an en- 
dorsement column; it’s rather a prediction 
column. It does not attempt to tell our 
faithful readers how to vote, but rather 
how the writer thinks the vote will turn out. 

There is a vast difference: Severat 
things I hope will happen, I don’t believe 
will ... several things I believe will happen, 
I hope won't. 

* * * 

FIRST, THE governor’s race: 

Republican Bill Lucas started his cam- 
paign like a house afire, way back last 
year when he was still a Democrat and 
wondering aloud from his perch as Wayne 
County Administrator whether he should 
change parties. 

He ran an excellent public relations 
campaign, milking every nuance of his 
mind-changing act for all it was worth and 
then some. From those early signs, he ap- 
peared to be just what the Republican doc- 
tors ordered to patch up a hurting party. 

And so he switched parties, and he ran 
for governor. But there, he seemed to shift 
into idle gear, and almost lost the primary 
to a late-closing Dick Chrysler, who was 
finally derailed by too many unanswered 
questions about his own past business and 
personal practices. So Lucas became the 
Republican candidate for gevernor in con- 
vincing fashion, scoring very well 
especially outstate with Republican faith- 
ful. 

BUT THEN LUCAS seemed to shift into 
low gear again, and his campaign picked 
up very little steam. As a matter of fact, it 
has gone very short distance from the days 
last spring when he was coming out of the 
Democratic closet and becoming an avow- 
eu Republican. 

,In many ways, the Lucas candidacy has 
been a textbook example of political op- 
portunity wasted. Some enterprising 
political science student should undertake 
a'thesis project on what happened to the 
Bill Lucas campaign, and why. It would 
miake an enlightening case study.

‘GOV, JAMES BLANCHAR 
other hand, performed in an almost direct- 
ly opposite fashion over the past four 
years. Early in his tenure as governor, 
Blanchard made a flock of mistakes — in 
tax programs, in appointments, in general 
attitude toward his office, and his relations 
with the voters. , 

*But to his credit, he learned from those 
mistakes and corrected them. As a politi-

know him — Blanchard has run a prac- 
tically error-free campaign. 

‘The polis show this, and there is no 
reason to doubt the polls, such as the late 
October Detroit News poll which showed

vote, Lucas with about 30 percent. 

GOV. BLANCHARD, it’s safe to predict, 
will win. The margin probably will be 
about 55 percent for Blanchard, 45 for 
Lucas, as the gap closes in the last few 
hours of campaigning and mind-settle- 
ment by voters. 

‘Vice President Bush, on a recent visit on 
Lucas’ behalf, said he believes in miracles 
and predicted one for Lucas. I, too, believe

in miracles, but not political ones. There’s 
always a reason for what happens, and 
none that I can find will save Bill Lucas. 

It’s too bad, too; he’s a good person, a 
good public servent, and a good candidate; 
but it just never came together for Lucas, 
and never feli apart for Gov. Blanchard.

THE NEXT TWO predictions are really 
too easy, but I’ include them anyway to 
build up a final favorable percentage. 

Frank Kelley, as attorney general, and 
Dick Austin, as secretary of state, have 
been around a long time in these jobs. Con- 
trary to some rumors, they did not invent 
them; both jobs were there before Mr. 
Kelley and Mr. Austin took them on. 

After Nov. 4, they will still be there. 
Republican challengers Bob Cleland for 
attorney general and Weldon Yeager for 
secretary of state won’t even come close. 

* * * 


WITH GOV. BLANCHARD safely tuck- 


ed back into the executive office for four 
more years (if my prediction comes true), 
extra importance is attached to the con- 


~ tent of the state legislature, where Repub- 


licans maintain control of the Senate 20-18, 
and Democrats control the House 57-53. If 
a sweep by one party or the other develops, 
one chamber or the other could switch 
hands. 

However, I don’t expect either one to 
switch parties this time around. Michigan 
political history indicates that governor 
candidates don’t have coat tails...presi- 
dential candidates do, but governors don’t. 
Thus, although Blanchard is running 
strong for governor, he most likely won’t 
extend his personal political strength up 
and down the ballot. In Michigan, it 
usually has not happened. 

Democrats likely will pick up three or 
four House seats, to strengthen their con- 
trol there, most likely in areas where Pres- 
ident Reagan helped carry newcomers in- 
to the House in 1984. Prediction: Demo- 
crats will control the House 60-50. 

THERE ARE five key close districts in 
the Senate, where campaign spending has 
gone out of sight, approaching a_half- 
million dollars in a single senate district in 
one case. That’s an abuse of the electoral 
process which should be corrected some 
time and some way. 

The likely outcome will result in the 
Senate continuing with a 20-18 Republican 
margin. The five key races to watch are 
the Lansing-Battle Creek match between 
Republican John Schwarz and Democrat 
Richard Fitzpatrick; the Saginaw race be- 
tween Democrat Sen. Jerry Hart and 
Republican Ruth Braun; in Dearborn, 
where Republican Bill Rurico and Demo- 
crat George Hart are running; in Macomb, 
with Sen. Rudy Nichols, Republican, 
challenged by Democrat Linda Ferrens; 
and in Oakland, where Republican Doug 
Carl and Democrat James Ayres are oppo- 
nents. 

All are problematical in their outcomes, 
while the other 33 most likely will remain 
with the party of the incumbent. Of the five 
key districts, the margin now is 3-2 Repub- 
lican; together, they most likely will stay 
that way, but perhaps with some of the five 
switching party columns. Prediction: The 
Senate will stay 20-18 Republican.

Blanchard Announces 
Fiood Loan 
Program for Farmers 


A $200 million program to 
assist farmers who lost thier 
crops in the September 
flooding with interest-free 
loans was announced by 
Governor Jameg Blanchard, 
who said the program would 
allow thousands of farmers a 
chance to both recover their 
losses from this year, and 
plant crops next spring. 

The program should get 
chief legislative priority 
when the Legislature returns 
in November following the 
election, Blanchard said at a 
recent Lansing press con- 
ference. 

Flanked by State 
Treasurer Robert Bowman, 
Agriculture Director Paul 
Kindinger, Financial In- 
stitutions Commissioner 
Eugene Kuthy and Michigan 
Farm Bureau Head Elton 
Smith, Blanchard said the 
program would cost the state 
about $50 million that it 
would otherwise earn in in- 
terest over the next 10 years. 

The program its an “un- 
precedented grant of time” 
to farmers trying to recover 
after the state’s worst 
natural disaster,'’ Blan- 
chard, who earlier said loans 
would not be enough to help 
many farmers, said. 

He admitted it would not 
itself be enough to help some 
farmers, but added if a far- 
mer cannot make payments 
in four years “‘the chances 
are the farmer can’t make it 
anyway.” 

Losses from the flooding 
are estimated to approach 
$300 million. 

Bowman said the proposal 
would put $200 million of the 
state’s cash reserve into the 
loan fund, instead of other 
planned investments. 

The $50 million cost 
represents the foregone in- 
terest earnings the state 
would otherwise have made 
on other investments, 
Bowman said. 

Sen. Jack Welborn (R- 
Kalamazoo), chairman of 
the Appropriations sub- 
committee on agriculture, 
called for grants from the 
budget stabilization fund, 
and said the Blanchard 
program ‘‘may be_ better 
than nothing but it is next to 
nothing for a lot of farmers. 
Most of the farmers are up to 


their eyeballs in debt 
because they’ve had some 
tough years.” 


He said a grant program 
costing under $100 million 
would go a tong way to help 
the stricken farmers, with 
individual amounts based on 
the amount of loss and the 
threshhold of harvest 
revenue required to make a 
profit on a particular crop.

The program will allow 
farmers to coordinate out- 
standing loans while getting 
financing for new plantings 
in spring.

Local 
banks and credit institutions 
will administer the program, 
much as they did with the 
state’s 1985 emergency loan 
program.

up to 50 percent of thier 
losses. 

Blanchard was in 
Washington, D.C., last week 
lobbying for the aid, which 
awaits final approval by 
Congress.

Safe Halloween 


Much of Halloween safety 
begins with everyday com- 
mon sense. Review the 
following points of safety 
with your children and 


others who will be 
celebrating Halloween. 
Costumes -—- Costumes 


should be made of flame- 
retardant materials, and 
large enough so that warm 
clothing can be worn under- 
neath. Be certain that 
costumes allow children to 
walk easily without tripping 
and entangling their feet. 
Children should wear com- 
fortable, well-fitted shoes or 
sneakers. Mother’s high 
heels are out! Use light 
colors, reflective tape or 
decals so that children are 
visible at night to motorists. 

Masks — The mask should 
be properly ventilated, with 
holes for nose and/or mouth, 
and large eye-holes for good 
visibility. The elastic should 
be permanently attached 
to the mask, and there 
should be no sharp points on 
either the ends of the elastic 
or the mask. Wear the mask 
on top of the head when 
walking; pull it over the face 
only when reaching the 
house. Face design or 
makeup are better (safer) 
than masks for trick or 
treating.

FARM MARKET! 


A ‘major teacher shortage” facing the 
nation will be more selective and less 
severe in Michigan, a nine-member com- 
mittee told the State Board of Education in 
presenting its proposals on how to replace 
26,000 teachers by the 1990s. 

The recommendations range from a 
gubernatorial commission to attack 
inequitable financing of local schools to a 
‘Marshall Plan” for disadvantaged urban 
and rural schools to a career ladder for 
teachers. 

‘The combination of supply and demand 
suggests that the teacher shortage in 
Michigan will be more selective and not as 
dramatic or severe as the national 
situation. It is equally clear that these 
trends indicate that the most significant 
teacher supply and demand issue con- 
fronting Michigan is quality,” the report 
by the Future of Teaching Committee said. 

The committee said shortages which will 
need particular attention include the num- 
ber of minority teachers to reflect the in- 
creasing proportion of minority students, 
continued problems in rural and urban dis- 
tricts which have either limited financial 
resources or unique financial and socio- 
logical problems, ‘‘critical’ storages in 
specialized areas such as math, science, 
special education, vocational education 
and computer science, substitutes, and 
“high qualilty” teachers who can motivate 
potential dropouts. 

It said wealthy and suburban districts 
will continue to be relatively well off in ef- 
forts to maintain a quality teaching staff. 

It recommended the governor create a 
Blue Ribbon commission on school finance 
and quality education to achieve equity in 
funding, curriculum opportunities for stu- 
dents and teacher compensation, saying 
the issue merits a sustained examination 
and thoughtful plan of action.

Michigan Teacher Shortage To Be 
“‘Less Severe, More Selective”’ 


Warren M. Hoyt, Exec. Dir., MPA 


The committee proposed a ‘Marshall 
Plan” for urban and rural districts, which 
it said would have the most trouble attract- 
ing and retaining qualified teachers, in- 
volving joint cooperation of educators, 
business, labor and community leaders to 
support grants, loans, scholarships or 
higher salaries as extra inducements. 

Other recommendations to the Legis- 
lature include: a scholarship and loan pro- 
gram targeted for teacher shortages; a 
fund to allow the State Board to implement 
standards of quality for teacher and ad- 
ministrator education; 5 percent of state 
aid earmarked for professional develop- 
ment programs; a pre-teaching corps in 
schools to recruit students who show 
potential for teaching, and a school im- 
provement hours program where the state 
would reimburse universities for time 
faculty members devoted to assist local 
teachers. : 


It recommended the State Board of 
Education: establish a professional stan- 
dards board; create a career ladder sys- 
tem as has been installed in some other 
states, culminating in a master teacher 
level; improve standards for admission to 
teacher programs and for the quality of 
the programs, and establish standards for 
school administrator preparation. 

Recommendations to higher education 
include: that colleges require up to three 
years of supervised internship of student 
teachers, and a teacher mentor program 
with half time spent in the classroom and 
the rest in other studies or supervisory 
activities. , 

The report called on locai districts to: 
establish scholarship or loan programs for 
students who have potential as teachers in 
areas where shortages exist, and develop 
plans for administrator development.

Previously, I have men- 
tioned that an increase in 
fines and liquidated 
damages had been man- 
dated by the Michigan Legis- 
lature for hunting and fish- 
ing violations. We are now 
beginning to see the fruit of 
these new laws. A_ few 
examples: in the Pigeon 
River Country, two fellows 
were ordered to pay in ex- 
cess of $3,400 in fines and 
costs and spend 45 days in 
jail for killing an elk; in 
Missaukee County three men 
paid over $1200 for killing a 
raccoon out of season; Tosco 
County is charging $268 for 
attempting to snag fish or 
using a snag hook while 
Alcona County is charging 
$208 for the same offenses; a 
wood theft in Alcona County 
cost the perpetrator $499 and 
$10 a month for the 10 
months he is on probation. 

In the matter of a week, 
one officer was involved in a 
number of arrests in Craw- 
ford and Roscommon Coun- 
ties which could result in a 
total of $11,000 in fines, court 
costs of a like amount, 
liquidated damages of $8,500 
and from 45 to 1600 days in 
jail for the 12 persons in- 
volved. Even if the 
maximum penalties are not 
assessed, the word should be 
out that poaching is going to 
get awfully expensive in 
Michigan. 

You might take an oppor- 
tunity to write your legis- 
lators and let them know you 
support these actions which 
can only result in better 
hunting and fishing for the 
honest person. .
